Booths at several local super­ 
markets and stores will be set up 
Saturday so that interested voters 
may sign petitions calling for an 
election for the legal sale of beer and 
wine for off-premise consumption in 
Plano. 
According to spokesperson Mary 
Bearden, Plano Citizens for Common 
Sense (organizers of the election) 
have arranged for the petition booths

The petition drive is getting ex­ 
ceptional response from the people 
contacted, Mrs. Bearden added, and 
more than 1,000 signatures have 
already been obtained. The group 
needs 1,704 signatures in order to 
present the petitions to the Collin 
County Commissioners Court and 
have the local option election called. 
Those people wishing to sign the 
petitions are reminded that they must 
be registered voters and have their 
voter registration cards with them.

Auto Insurance 
Rates May Not Rise

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Insurance 
companies vociferously demanding a 
$192 million increase in Texas auto 
insurance rates for Nov. I now face 
the prospect of no rate increase at all. 
State Insurance Board Chairman 
Joe Christie Thursday abruptly 
suspended consideration of the 
companies’ request for a 17.4 per cent 
increase. He said the two-month-old 
hearings will not resume until figures 
are developed to reconcile disparities 
in industry loss claims and windfall 
profits reported by the largest com­ 
pany in the business. 
“I will not vote for any rate increase 
unless and until we resolve the 
credibility gap between the insurance 
company actuaries who appeared 
before this board (seeking increases) 
and 
the 
insurance 
company 
presidents who are bragging to their 
stockholders about record profits,” 
the chairman said. 
The other two board members left 
the room without com m ent on 
Christie’s surprise move. 
Christie, who is expected to leave 
the insurance board soon to run for the 
U.S. Senate, said he is skeptical about 
the need for any increase in view of 


State Farm Mutual Insurance Co.’s 
move to refund $7.4 million to its 
policyholders because of excess 
profits. 
“It is beyond my comprehension to 
imagine how any insurance company 
could ask for a 17 per cent increase in 
auto insurance rates at a time when 
the largest auto insurance writer in 
Texas made so much money during 
the first half of 1977 that it has decided 
to return almost 8 per cent of the 
premiums collected just eight months 
ago,” Christie said. 
Christie said casualty insurance 
companies are putting out glowing 
reports of increased earnings and 
healthy profits for the first half of 
1977. 
“If I read and understand correctly 
what the 1977 first six months’ earning 
reports show, and what the State 
Farm dividend shows, they mean that 
the rate increases we granted in the 
last two years have done the job and 
more,” he said. 
The three-man insurance board 
granted a 7.1 per cent rate increase 
Oct. I, 1976, a 17.1 per cent increase 
Jan. I, 1976, and a 7.8 per cent in­ 
crease Jan. I, 1975. 
Insurance company representatives 


this year requested a 17.4 per cent 
increase; the insurance board staff 
recommended a 10.1 per cent in­ 
crease. 
A coi.sulting actuary retained by 
the board urged changes in the rate 
setting formula that would trim the 
increase to a more modest 1.8 per cent 
or $19.9 million. 
Charles Edwards of Dallas said the 
current formula allows far more for 
commissions and other expenses than 
companies pay on average. 
David Irons of Dallas, industry 
spokesman, decried the consultant’s 
recommendations and said Edwards’ 
presentation was “characterized by 
missed deadlines, hasty and super­ 
ficial research, undetected math­ 
ematical errors, obviously incorrect 
statistics, distorted samplings and 
exhibits that serve no purpose even in 
.his own recommendations.”

Acting on the advice of bond at­ 
torney Claude Boothman, Plano 
Independent School District Trustees 
agreed last night not to specify an 
eastside senior high school in the 
upcoming $38.5 million bond election. 
At the School Board’s regular 
meeting Tuesday night, members of 
Plano Area Concerned Citizens urged 
the PISD to include the school in the 
election to ensure its being built. 
Trustees, however, were concerned 
about 
the 
legality 
of 
such 
a 
specification and called Thursday’s 
special meeting with the bond at­ 
torney and financial advisor Frank 
Medanich. 
“The proper way to do it is to have 
one proposition and to vote for $38 
million in bonds,” Boothman ex­ 
plained. “But if the question is on one 
building, then you should have two 
(separate) propositions. 
“ Statutes about issuing school 
building bonds are very clear,” he 
continued. “The better way to vote 
them is for a certain amount of bonds 
and the issuance thereof. It’s just a 
question if you want to designate a 
certain amount of money and certain 
location of the high school, then you 
should have two propositions.” 
The main thrust of Boothman’s 
advice was that to mention building 
an eastside senior high school in the 
election without designating a dollar 
amount to it would make the binding 
power of the agreement “fuzzy.” 
“Another alternative maybe would 
be to just vote the bonds and put in 
parentheses that this includes a senior 
high school to be built at a certain 
location without designating a dollar 
amount,” the bond attorney said. 
“But then you could build a quonset 
hut or a seven-story building out 
there. 
“It is very indefinite. Without a 
dollar amount it’s a fuzzy issue. 
“The simplest way is to put trust in 
your Board of Trustees,” Boothman 
addressed the 35-member audience. 
“The legislature’s attempt (in making 
the bond laws) was to leave it up to the 
Board of Trustees you’ve elected to 
spend the money.” 
Board President Rutledge Haggard 
then asked the bond attorney if the 
School 
B oard’s

night 
resolution saying that the next senior 
high to be built in Plano will be built 
on the eastside would be binding. 
Boothman 
replied 
that 
the 
resolution was binding “ on this 
board,” but added “whose going to 


tell if you’ve fulfilled the terms of the 
contract’’ without a price attached. 
PACO members were concerned 
that the resolution would be binding 
only to the present School Board and, 
therefore, still stressed that they 
wanted the senior high specified in the 
bond election. 
" It’s a thin line what you can bind 
another board to—a very thin line,” 
Boothman told the audience. 
Attorney 
Frank 
Tucker, 
representing the PACC, and Booth­ 
man exchanged questions and an­ 
swers for about ten minutes with 
Tucker asking the bond attorney if he 
had ever seen a bond issue where no 
dollar amount is fixed on a particular 
school. 
Boothman replied that he had never 
seen such an issue. 
H aggard ended the discourse 
between the two lawyers, indicating 
that the “argument” was drawing to 
no conclusion. The board president 
then turned to the audience. 
" I’m sitting here—without a vote in 
this decision—and I’m telling you 
there’s going to be a high school put on 
the east side of Plano,” he said. 
“We’ve made a resolution to that 
effect. You can imagine how it makes 
us feel to sit up here and hear what 
you’re saying. It makes me uneasy. It 
makes me uncomfortable.” 
“We’ve done everything we could to 
convince these people we want a 


senior high on the eastside,” Trustee 
Bob Patton interjected. 
He then 
moved to am end the 
previous 
resolution from Tuesday night to say 
that the school will be built from the 
upcoming bond issue. The amend­ 
ment passed unanimously. 
Board member Frank Adams then 
moved to call for the bond issue in the 
amount of $38,520,000 on Oct. I, 1977. 
His motion made no mention of in­ 
cluding a clause specifying an east­ 
side senior high 
Patton seconded the motion, but 
before it could be voted upon, Trustee 
Mary Beth Applewhite moved to 
amend the motion to include the 
eastside school. Her motion died for 
lack of a second. 
The question was called for and the 
bond election call passed 5-1 with Mrs. 
Applewhite casting the opposing vote. 
Seconds later, she turned to Haggard 
and asked if the motion just voted 
upon was to call the bond election. 
Haggard said yes.

Applewhite said, and the record was 
changed to a 6-0 vote for the bond 
election call. 
With the final decision made, PACC

Gas, Grocery Prices 
Show Small Increase 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Consumer 
prices rose a moderate 0.4 per cent in 
July — the smallest increase of 1977 — 
as shoppers enjoyed lower grocery 
and gasoline costs, 
the Labor 
Department announced today. 
The overall monthly increase, 
reflecting a 4.8 per cent annual in­ 
flation rate, appeared to be the start 
of a cooling trend that economists 
have been predicting for the last half 
of 1977. 
The July figure compared with 
large monthly increases averaging 0.7 
per cent — or an 8.4 per cent annual 
rate — during the first half of the 
year. But economists believe the 
underlying 
inflation 
rate 
is 
somewhere between these two ex­ 
tremes at about 6 per cent. 


Food costs, the chief source of 
soaring prices during the first half of 
the year, have also been responsible 
for the recent slowdown. All food 
prices — including restaurant bills — 
rose a bare 0.1 per cent last month, 
and grocery prices actually declined 
0.1 per cent. 


Commodities other than food rose 
only 0.1 per cent in July smallest 
increase since July, 1973. This 
slowdown was attributed to declining 
used car and gasoline prices 


The Consumer Price Index in July 
was 182.6 — meaning consumer goods 
and services costing $100 a decade ago 
now cost $182.60, an increase of more 
than 80 per cent. Prices have risen 6 7 
per cent over the past year.

Elvis Fans 
To Receive 
Mementoes

Mourning Elvis Presley fans, barred 
from his private funeral, were 
promised a last souvenir today — a 
single flower each from the cemetery 
where the rock 'n roll superstar’s 
body is sealed in a mausoleum. 
Withered flowers plucked from a 
sea of 2,200 floral arrangements 
flanking the gray marble mausoleum 
were to be given to the mourners, who 
strained Thursday for a glimpse of the 
white hearse that carried Presley 
from Graceland, his 18-room man­ 
sion, to his final resting place at 
Forest Hill Cemetery. 
Four miles from the midtown 
cemetery, only a handful of the 75,000 
fans who had jammed the streets of 
Elvis Presley Boulevard during the 
three-day vigil, remained in front of 
the white-columned, hilltop mansion 
where Presley died Tuesday of heart 
failure at the age of 42. 
The family insisted on private 
funeral services for the man who 
jealously guarded his privacy and 
offered the flowers to fans as a 
farewell token. 
Memphis Police Director E. Win­ 
slow Chapman said police would 
guard the mausoleum for a few days 
but the cemetery and Presley’s family 
would have to make other arrang- 
ments after that. 
" I’m afraid there are going to be 
people trying to get 
inside the 
mausoleum today, the day after and 
the day after that There is nothing 
like an Elvis fan,” said Chapman. 
A crowd of 6,000, many sobbing, 
followed the 49-car funeral procession 
to the cemetery gates Thursday. Only 
about 200 persons were allowed to 
attend the services at the mausoleum, 
a mile down a winding road from the

Neglected, bald or abused 
autom obile 
tires 
are 
potential hazards that could 
lead to a serious accident 
and personal injury, the Tire 
Industry 
Safety Council 
warns. 
“Underinflation is an area 
of major concern to the tire 
industry,” 
according 
to 
M alcolm R. Lovell Jr., 
chairman. “Inattention to it 
could jeopardize the safety 
of a motorist and others he 
meets on the road. 
‘‘Underinflation, 
for 
example, causes tires to flex 
more so they tend to heat up 
and wear faster,” Lovell 
said. “It can also cause tire 
failure which in turn can 
lead to a sudden disablement 


and a possible vehicle crash. 
“ Although the tire in­ 
dustry is producing the best 
tires ever, it is necessary for 
a vehicle owner to check the 
air 
pressure 
regularly. 
Inflation should be checked 
every two or three weeks, 
and before long trips when 
the tires are cold. Your 
vehicle owner’s manual will 
tell you what the pressure 
should be,” he said. 
“ Tire inflation directly 
affects the load-carrying 
ability of a 
tire. 
Under 
federal safety standards, 
passenger car tires are 
permanently labeled on the 
sidewall 
with 
their 
maximum load capacity at a 
certain inflation pressure,

The hair 
surfaces of tree leaves trap 
these pollutants and dirt 
particles and keep a steady 
rain of dust and dirt from 
saturating the air. In fact, 
trees are such effective dust 
trappers that the city of Los 
Angeles washes its trees 
periodically with a detergent 
solution. 
Trees play an im portant 
role in reducing the noise

And 
excessive noise is definitely 
polluting our air! 
Heavy 
street traffic registers a 
noise level of 70 decibles. 
Proper landscaping with the 
use of trees can reduce that 
noise about 60 percent ac­ 
cording to a University of 
Nebraska study. We’ve all 
noticed the quietness in an 
old 
neighborhood: 
Look 
around 
and 
you 
will 
probably see why. There’s 
lots of beautiful old trees 
that line the curb and shade 
the street and act as a 
blotter in soaking up noise. 


Aside from the shade they 
offer, 
tre e s 
contribute 
anoth er 
cooling 
effect 
through their evaporative 
process called transpiration. 
R e search ers 
say 
the 
evaporation 
from 
one 
properly watered tree can 
produce 
an 
estim ated 
cooling effect of more than 
one million BTU’s in its 
lifetime. 


Other interesting statistics 
on trees compiled by Dr. 
Karl Boer, University of 
D elaw are 
scien tist: 
He 
sta te s th a t 
each of us 
requires at least 78 large 
trees each day to utilize the 
carbon dioxide given off in 
the 
various 
processes 
needed to m aintain our well­ 
being. Broken down it looks 
like this: One tree is needed 
to take up the carbon dioxide 
from our breathing; 20 for 
our autom obile; 
20 
for 
heating and air conditioning 
our home; five for household 
electricity; two for garbage 
disposal and 30 trees to 
utilize the carbon dioxide 
produced in the m anufacture 
of the industrial goods each 
of us uses, adds Risinger. 


I^ast week, I mentioned 
that now, while the garden is 
in full production, is the time 
I usually start making plans 
for next year’s garden. 
Each season, for example, 
my fertile brain hatches new 
ideas for saving space next 
year, so that I can squeeze in 
a few more plantings than I 
was able to this year. 
At the end of this season I 
am going to set a couple of 
posts in the ground and nail 
two-by-fours at two levels be­ 
tween them. This I will place 
in front of our fence at the 
back of the vegetable plot, a 
short length between the 
rhubarb and the loganberry 
vine. Next spring I shall grow 
my cucumbers up string set 
between the two levels of two- 
by-fours. This will save all 
the space cucumbers take 
sprawling over the ground. 
I promised a hint on how to 
save 
seeds. 
It’s 
very 
awkward when you have 
bought a packet of seeds, yet 
only want a few plants of 
some vegetable. Recently a 
National Garden Bureau bul­ 
letin had a report about using 
powdered milk to keep seeds 


fresh. 
A University of California 
scientist has devised an inex­ 
pensive method to keep seeds 
dry and cool. What you do is 
place two heaping table­ 
spoons of freshly opened 
powdered milk on one corner 
of a stack of four facial 
tissues. Fold and roll the 
tissue carefully to enfold all 
the fresh, dry powder. Secure 
with a rubber band. Place the 
pouch in a wide-mouth jar 
and immediately drop in 
packets of leftover seeds. 
Seal the jar tightly to exclude 
moist air, and store the jar in 
the refrigerator. 
Discard and replace the 
powdered milk twice yearly. 
Dried milk will quickly soak 
up moisture from the seeds 
and keep them dry, but it will 
also quickly soak up moisture 
from the air when the jar is 
opened. So be quick about re­ 
moving seed packets and re­ 
capping the jar. 
Last week, in my list of 
firsts to be planted in the 
garden each spring are two of 
our favorite vegetables — 
onions and potatoes. This 
year, to our delight, we had 


our own potatoes and onions 
in storage until April. And 
though we were reluctant to 
give over all the space re­ 
quired, this spring we planted 
potatoes and onions 
in 
abundance again. 
One reason is that we find it 
increasingly difficult to find 
in the stores onions and pota­ 
toes as good in quality as our 
own. More and more, the 
onions tend to have mushy 


spots and the potatoes have a 
somewhat chemical odor. 
Soon, 
as 
the 
garden 
gradually empties, you could 
choose spots for both onions 
and potatoes and begin to 
prepare the soil for spring 
planting. Onions need quite a 
rich soil, so any compost you 
have could be dug in. In the 
fall, leaves and kitchen vege­ 
table waste can be dug in and 
covered for decomposing.

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Plant Life Invading Lakes

Silent invaders are taking 
over huge areas of lakes and 
streams in Texas and if not 
halted soon, they w ill cost 
the State millions of dollars 
a year to control. 


It is believed that these 
w ater plants have been 
brought into this state by 
boats trailered here from the 
Southeast. The problem is 
very bad there. Florida, for 
example, is spending $20 
million a year to try to con­ 
tain such plants and has ap­ 
parently given up hope of 
eradicating them. 


The two dominant new ­ 
comers are the floating water 
hyacinth and the submerged 
hydrilla. 


Nourished by nitrogen- 
rich runoff from farmland. 


lawns, and golf courses, or 
effluent from heavily popu­ 
lated areas, these weeds 
have become serious im ped­ 
iments to navigation; have 
in h ib ite d boating, sw im ­ 
ming, and fishing; have de­ 
valued w ater frontage for 
developers and homeown­ 
ers; and, potentially, w ill 
provide a suitable environ­ 
ment for transfer of disease 
by mosquitoes and snails. 


In the last five years, a- 
quatic weed infestation has 
increased from 50 to over 
2.000 acres in Lake Livin g ­ 
ston. 


In Lak e C o n ro e, co n ­ 
structed in 1972, hydrilla has 
already infested more than 
5 percent of the water area 
and an estimated 2,(KM) acres 
are affected. 
Since hydrilla needs light 
to grow, in clear water it can 


live in water 15 feet deep. 
And where it grows, it tan­ 
gles boat propellers and fish­ 
ing lines and interferes with 
nesting for game fish as well 
as with water sports such as 
swimming and skiing. 


At the present time, the 
best known method of con­ 
trol is chemical treatment 
but it s temporary and costly 
($150 per acre). Mechanical 
harvesting and control with 
snails, manatees, and fish 
are in research and develop­ 
ment stages in other states.

Texas Agricultural Exp eri­ 
ment Station (T A E S ) are 
studying the underground 
stems of h yd rilla (tubers)

Dear Doc: How can I get 
our gardenia to green up? 
I’ve tried all kinds of iron 
fertilizers. 
Try using one of the “ iron 
fertilizers” as a spray on the 
leaves 
if 
you 
haven’t 
already. By bypassing the 
soil you’ll stand a better 
chance of correcting the 
problem. Chelated iron, Vi 
pound per IO gallons of 
water, makes an excellent 
remedy, although repeated 
sprayings may be needed.

the stain problems. 
Dear Doc: Small twigs on 
our red oak tree are turning 
brown on the tree. What 
Bluebonnets 


could cause it - we’ve seen no 
insects. 
You’ll probably see a 
small swollen spot at the 
base of the dead twig, caused 
by one of the oak twig gall 
insects. Internal tissues are 
disrupted and food and 
water can’t reach the tip 
leaves. There’s no per­ 
manent damage, and there’s 
no way to control the 
problem dependably, so 
don’t lose too much sleep 
over the problem. 
Dear Doc: Why wouldn’. 
morning glories flower? 
They’re in full sun and 
growing beautifully. We’ve 
even fertilized them with 10- 
10-5 fertilizer. 


Morning 
glories, 
like 
several other 
flowering 
plants, thrive on neglect. 
Take good care of them and 
they’ll reward you with 
mountains of green leaves. 
The first thing I ’d delete 
from your list would be the 
fertilizer.

tion plant physiologist. 


New ton is presently re­ 
searching; the ways in which 
this underground organ is 
formed and how it produces 
new plants under a w ide 
range of environmental con­ 
ditions. 
Knowledge of this could 
lead to more tim ely herbi­ 
cide treatm ents and m e­ 
chanical harvests, as well as 
increasing the feasibility of 
biological control measures. 
Herbic ides now available on 
the market w ill destroy the 
foliage lint w ill leave the 
tuber essentially untouched. 


T h e h y d rilla has an a- 
stounding tenacity for life 
and can regenerate itself af­ 
ter long periods of being 
dried while out ()1 the water. 


New ton and two other re­ 
searchers at Texas A & M 
University, R 
H. Scott of 
the Biology Departm ent and 
D r. C . R. Ben ed ict, E x ­ 
periment Station plant phys­ 
iologist, believe this contrib­ 
utes to its com petitive dom i­ 
nance in U .S. waters after 
its introd uction into this 
country from Malaysia. 


These scientists are in ­ 
vestigating what adaptative 
m echanism s the h y d rilla 
possess to revive and repro­ 


duce after periodic drying. 


Control, not total eradica­ 
tion of aquatic w eeds, is tilt' 
aim of much of today s re­ 


search . 


Newton says that, though 
such weeds in the wrong 
place are costly nuisances. 
a recent study by the N a­ 
tional Academy of Sciences 
suggests that they could be 
assets and should be looked 
at as free, renew able re ­ 
sources that re q u ire no 
planting, fertilizer, or culti­ 
vation. 


A n im als such as carp, 
crayfish, and waterfowl feed 
on aquatic weeds; all these 
help clear waterways and are 
a source of protein for hu­ 
man consumption. 


As a ru m in ant feed, a- 
quatic weeds show promise 
but more research is needed 
on their nutritional quali­ 
ties. H y d rilla and water 
hyacinth may be used as 
chemical fertilizer and used 
as a green manure or com­ 
post. And the water hyacinth 
rem oves p ollu tan ts from 
wastewater with surprising 


efficiency. 


So, while these scientists 
work to understand and con­ 
trol these water plants in 
areas where they are neither 
wanted or needed, they are 
mindful of positive aspects of 
these same plants that may 
be turned to our advantage.

Plant Seeds Now 


The state flower of Texas, 
the bluebonnet, can be a 
problem to plant in its native 
soil, says James R. Risinger, 
county agent with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
But 
for home 
gardeners aspiring to have 
the showy flower in their 
landscapes next spring, now 
is the time to get started. 
The blue carpets that are 
seen along highways and the 
bordering yards are seeded 
in the summer months until 
late August. But unless the 
tough seed coat is scratched 
or punctured to let moisture 
in, the bluebonnet seed will 
become expensive birdfeed. 
Scratching the seeds with 
sandpaper or puncturing 
them with a needle or ice 
pick will allow moisture to 
penetrate. Bluebonnet seeds 
cannot germinate without 
the moisture. Soaking the 


seeds in warm water for a 
few days also helps. 
R is in g e r 
suggests 
broadcasting the seeds onto 
tilled soil and then covering 
them lightly. Pack the 
seedbed lightly and water it 
for the next IO days, at which 
time the seedlings should 
appear. 
Summer 
planting 
of 
bluebonnets gives the seeds 
the warm months to secure 
their roots and nourishment 
for the oncoming winter. It 
also allows these annual 
flowers to compete for 
ground space against thick 
grasses and weeds. 
Once 
e s ta b lis h e d , 
bluebonnets seed themselves 
year after year provided the 
seed has been allowed to 
mature. If July and August 
rains 
are 
scarce, 
the 
bluebonnet bed should be 
soaked several times. 
Few Simple Steps 
Insure Growth 


Do vegetable seeds you 
plant in the hot summer 
months hide in the soil and 
refuse to become productive 
plants for your fall garden? 
Instead of becoming a 
headache to deal with, some 
simple preparatory steps 
will encourage seeds to 
sprout 
and 
become 
productive 
plants, 
says 
James R. Risinger, county 
agent 
with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
Providing a better en­ 
vironment for the seed in the 
harsh Texas summer is the 
initial step. This can be 
easily done by bedding 
garden rows before planting. 
Then make about a one- 
inch furrow down the center 
of each row. 
Water the 
furrow several times to 
moisten the soil to 2 or 3 
inches and then you’re ready 
to plant. 
It also helps to soak seed 
overnight to improve ger­ 
mination. 
After 
spreading 
seed 
evenly in the furrow, cover it 
with a light layer of compost, 
potting soil or vermiculite. 
Vermiculite, which is light in 
color, effectively reflects the 
scorching 
rays 
of 
the 
summer sun and provides a 
cooler environment for the 
seedlings, emphasizes the 
county agent. 
As 
seedlings 
appear, 
provide adequate protection 
from 
the intense 
heat. 
Boards, 
cardboard 
or 
draped cloth on the west side 


of the plants will reduce the 
intensity of the sun. And 
remember to keep watering. 


After seedlings reach a 
height of one to two inches, 
then excess plants to allow 
those remaining to reach full 
production, adds Risinger. 


Give three cheers for the 
scaled-down flowers and 
vegetables that fit so ap­ 
propriately 
in 
today’s 
popular small gardens. The 
multiplicity of townhouses, 
high rise apartments and 
condominiums has brought a 
new kind of garden with a 
compact look. These in turn 
call for smaller garden 
plants in scale with the mini­ 
plots or containers. 
The bedding plant industry 
is ready with scaled-down 
plants for small garden 
needs, because these plant 
specialists looked ahead at 
p r e d ic ta b le 
tren d s. 
Hollyhocks, as an example, 
have 
been 
thought 
of 
traditionally as four to five- 
ft. towering plants, big 
enough to screen a small 
building or to make a flower 
fence. There are now dwarf 
hollyhocks growing only two 
feet tall. They even have 
bushy side branching that 
blooms almost equally with 
the central stalks. 


Where a carpet effect with 
low edging plants is called 
for in small gardens, fine, 
close-cropped blue and white 
ageratums deserve con­ 
sideration. They flower with 
floss-like blooms at six-inch 
heights. Even less elevation 
is possible with the three to 
four inch high mounds of 
annual alyssum in white, 
lavender and purple. 
Dwarf forms of annual 
asters at 12 inches tall are 
only a third the height of 
these flowers 
in 
other 
varieties. Similarly, dwarf 
strains and hybrids of other 
garden 
flowers 
allow 
floricultural 
design 
on 
smaller-scale properties. 
Small, compact plant sizes 


in wax begonias, dianthus, 
impatiens, 
marigolds, 
salvias, snapdrapgons and 
zinnias have been developed 
and are suggested for in­ 
clusion in small gardens. 
Research 
among 
the 
vegetables prized by home 
gardeners has made possible 
development of less spacious 
growers. At quality garden 
centers displaying tran­ 
splants from professional 
commercial growers, home 
gardeners will find dwarf 


plants among the newer 
varieties of cabbages with 
small 
heads, 
but 
with 
superior fresh garden flavor. 
Cucumber plants, so com­ 
pact growing they produce 
abundantly when grown in a 
patio 
pot, 
miniature 
eggplants, pepper plants and 
even tomato plants are all 
becoming popular favorites 
with gardeners whose hobby 
must be confined to con­ 
tainers and mini-garden 
plots.

Behind Ellis

ARLINGTON, Tex. (UPI) — Quite a few im- 
probables have gone together to make the Texas 
Rangers a contender this summer and one of the 
biggest improbables has been Dock Ellis. 
But, there he was again Thursday night, pitching 
about as well as he ever has, shutting out the Toronto 
Bluejays 8-0, and keeping the Rangers in the American 
League West lead in advance of a potentially enter­ 
taining series with the New York Yankees. 
“Dock has pennant drive experience and World 
Series experience,” said Rangers manager Billy 
Hunter. “He could be our strongest pitcher down the 
stretch.” 
It started off as a very forgettable year for Ellis. He 
was dealt from the Yankees to Oakland and then sent to 
the Rangers just before Texas went through its four 
managers in a week. 
Then things started to brighten. He got married for 
one thing, started pitching well for another and sud­ 
denly found himself on a club that has won 31 of the last 
40 games. 
When Ellis showed up in the lockerroom after 
warming up Thursday night, he found a small vase of 
roses with a card from his wife, Austine, which read: 
“Go get ‘em.” 
Ellis did just that. He gave up only three hits, retired 
19 men in a row at one point, did not allow a runner past 


second base and he improved his record since joining 
the Rangers to 5-3. 
Since joining Texas he has cut his earned run 
average in half to 3.01. 
“This team reminds me a lot of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates when we won the World Series in 1971,” said 
Ellis. “This team does not have the awesome power 
that Pittsburgh did, but this team has better defense 
than that team. 
“I like to pitch in this heat (the humidity was over 90 
per cent Thursday night) and I felt awfully strong. I 
throw that sinker pretty good and when you throw the 
sinker you get a lot of ground balls. 
“I really didn’t realize I had gotten that many in a 
row out. But when that guy (Bob Bailor) got on base, I 
thought to myself ‘it’s been a while since I had to pitch 
from the stretch.”’ 
The Rangers stayed a half game ahead of Minnesota 
by scoring at least once in the first five innings. 
The biggest explosion was a three-run package in the 
second highlighted by Claudell Washington’s base- 
loaded double. 
Toby Harrah contributed his 18th homer of the year 
in the third and Bump Wills chipped in his seventh 
homer in the fifth. 
The Yankees come to Arlington trailing East 
Division leader Boston by 3M* games and capacity 
crowds are possible for all three games in the series. 
Roger Moret (2-0) will open the series for the 
Rangers against New York’s Mike Torrez (13-10).
